SOUTH BAY—Bird lovers and 
wild life conservation people are re- 
joicing over the advent of a new 
bird emigrant from the Old World 
to the Americans. 

The bubulcus ibis or cattle egret 
was unknown in the United States 
in 1952. Bird authorities were still 
going to Spain and other known 
habitations of this bird to study its 
range and habits, when a lone speci- 
men was discovered’and taken by 
Wm. H. Drury, Jr. in Massachus- 
setts on April 23, 1952. It is now in 
the Museum of. Natural History at 
Harvard. 

Shortly thereafter a moving pic- 
ture taken by wild life photograph- 
eh, Richard Borden, near Okeecho- 
bee City on March 12, 1952 of what 
he then thought was a group of

The birds accompany the 
cattle as they graze in pastures, 
feeding upon the insects.which they 
stir up out of the grass, or perched 
on the backs of animals feeding 
upon the parasites, or merely tak- 
sing a ride torest.

stated L. M. Hardy, who has long 
interested himself -in lureing colo- 
nies of purple martins to nest here; 

Cattlemen who desire to secure 
the services of a colony of purple: 
martins have only to erect suitable 
bird houses in the open in the vi- 
cinity of their feeding troughs. The 
birds are particular about their 
homes and the bird houses must 
meet their, needs, otherwise they 
refuse to take up residence. Where 
dipper. gourds are grown, they 
make acceptable houses for the pur- 
ple martin. if hung in the open out 
of reach of cats. They refuse to oc- 
cupy a house hung in a tree. Hardy 
has perfected a suitable bird house 
for martins‘and maye be contacted 
by anyone interested. 

These martins nest in Florida in 
March, migrate probably north in’ 
June, return here in the fall and 
winter in Brazil, If suitable quart- 
ers are provided, therefore, they 
will return year after year and 
spend some time in the spring and 
again in the fall. e 

They increase rapidly, once 
established. A single pair was ob- 
served nesting in Clewiston 3 years 
ago.

John C. Stevens, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture ‘soil conserva- 
tion expert from: Fort Lauderdale, 
was guest speaker at the luncheon 
meeting of the Pahokee Woman's 
Club ‘in the clubhouse Wednesday.

The -more intensely. the 
muck is cultivated and the lower 
the water table, the greater the 
subsidence, he said. The most’ ef- 
fective means found to date for 
growers to check thie rate of subsi- 
dence of their mtick farmlands are 
to maintain the water table at the 
highest possiblé level at all times 
and to keep land flooded during all 
periods of idleness, according to Mr.
